SAIGON (AP)- "Dear Uncle 
Ho," lite in South Vietnam is 
better than the suffering in the 
North, says a letter purport- 
edly signed by 55 North Viet- 
namese defectors and currently 
being beamed over government 
propaganda broadcasts. 
Addressed to Ho Chi Minh, the 
78-year-old North Vietnamese 
president, the letter was said 
today to have ^een signed by 55 
former soldiers of the Quyet 
Thang— Determined to Win- 
Regiment who volunteered for 
an infiltration assignment into 
the South last month. 


It is being broadcast by the 


Voice of Freedom, a govern- 
ment radio station that beams 
propaganda exclusively to North 
Vietnam, and by Radio Saigon 
which reaches listeners in the 
South. 
Saying they wanted to address 
"some sincere words" to Ho, 
the defectors, according to the 
broadcast, wrote: 


"With an absolutely zealous 


patriotism we responded to your 
appeal by energetically volun- 
teering to go to South Vietnam, 
kill Americans and save our fa- 
therland and our people from the 
domination of imperialism. 
"We have remembered your 
advice well. That advice was 
that when arriving in South 
Vietnam, we would be heartily 
•welcomed and supported by the 
people in South Vietnam and 
that the troops of the South Vi- 
etnamese government have been 
badly demoralized and that If 
we -were captured by them we 
would be killed immediately. 


"But oh, dear Uncle, your ad- 


vice is contrary to the reality 
that meets us here. When our 
troops came to any place here 
the 
people abandoned their 


houses and properties, and then 
carried their children and eva- 
cuated. They ran from us. They 
also refused to furnish us with 
supplies and food. 


"The soldiers of the ARVN 


(Army of the Republic of Viet- 
nam) have a very high spirit of 
fighting and were also very 
kind. They defeated us, but even

"We earnestly ask you to think 
of and have mercy on the young 
generation and we ask you not to 
force them to make any sacri- 
fice for you and the Communist 
party any more. 
At last, we would like to ex- 
tend our warm concerns for 
you." 


The letter did not say when or 


where the 55 North Vietnamese 
capitulated to government for- 
ces.

Kill Two 
Jazzmen 


SAIGON (AP) — Viet 
Cong 


guerrillas ambushed four young 
American Jazz musicians and 
aii Army sergeant escort driv- 
ing near Saigon today on an iso- 
lated road. 
Two teen-age members of the 
group Brandi Perry and the 
Bubble 
Machine were killed 


when they tried surrendering 
with their hands in the air. Two 
others, including 20-year-old 
singer Paula Levine of North 
Hollywood, Calif., and a U.S. 
soldier were wounded. 
"I played dead and that's the 
only reason I'm alive today," 
the attractive dark-haired Miss 
Levine said at the U.S. Army's 
93rd Evacuation Hospital where 
she was treated for fragment 
wounds in the back and legs. 
The others wounded were Jack 
Bone, 18, of Los Angeles, and 
a 21-year-old soldier escort- 
ing the group, who was in seri- 
ous condition. 
Identities of the dead were 
withheld until their families 
could be notified. 
The musical group had started 
out late in the day for the Viet- 
namese coastal resort of Vung 
Tau, about 45 miles southeast 
of Saigon, to play for American 
troops. Halfway to their des- 
tination, they were stopped by 
South Vietnamese militia gua- 
rds who advised them to turn 
back. 


A few miles along on their re- 
turn trip, they ran into the am - 
bush. Miss Levine said she 
crouched on the floor while the 
men got out, first thinking they 
were being fired on mistakenly

raised their arms in the air, the 
Viet Cong opened up again. 
On the northeast frontier, U.S.

heavy enemy artillery and mor- 
tar fire killed 78 North Viet- 
namese troops in a day-long 
battle Friday, the U.S. Com- 
mand reported. Four Marines 
were killed and 42 wounded. 


The Marines were sweeping 
coastal marshlands when they 
came under enemy fire. Ameri- 
can artillery, tanks and dive- 
bombers joined the counterat- 
tack.

IF ABE FORTAS NOT CONFIRMED 


Warren Obliged To Stay 


WASHINGTON 
CAP) - Earl 


Warren says he will stay on as 
chief justice of the United States 
if the Senate does not confirm 
Abe Fortas as his successor. 


But, Warren told a news con- 


ference, he expects Fortas to be 
approved despite the declared 
opposition of ISRepublican sen- 
ators and he believes Fortas 
will be "a great chief justice." 
"I am obliged to stay on," 
Warren said. "I suppose that 
under the oath I am obliged to 
perform the duties of my off ice. 
I neither expect nor hope that 
would be a fact." 
Michigan's Robert P. Griffin, 


leader of the Republican oppo- 
sition bloc, declined comment 
on Warren's declaration. There 
was no Immediate reaction from 
the others, scattered across the 
country for the long July 4th 
weekend. 
But the Republicans, who claim 


unnamed' supporters 
among 


Southern Democrats, say their 
campaign is based on princi- 
ple more than personalities. 


They have accused President 


Johnson of "cronyism" in nam- 
ing Fortas as chief justice and 
long-time Texas friend Homer 
Thornberry as an associate jus- 
tice. They are mainly opposed, 
however, to what they call a 
"lame duck" president making 
court appointments. 


They said they would press 
ahead with their campaign even 
when Democratic Senate Lead- 
er Mike Mansfield declared last 
week that he expected Warren 
to stay on .If he had to and in 
effect gave his colleagues a 
choice 
between 
Warren and 


Fortas. 


Mansfield's comments were 


viewed by some of the Republi- 
cans as an effort to weaken any 
Southern Democratic support. 
The Scntherners have been 


loudly critical of the court un- 
der Warren and presumably 
would find little difference be- 
tween Warren and Fortas who 
often have voted together. 


In talking with newsmen in 
the court's east conference 
room Warren stoutly defended 
Johnson's authority as well as 
his selections. 
Johnson, said Warren, is no 
more a "lame duck" president 
than aiiy other president ser- 
ving his last term in office. 
The chief justice rejected the 
idea that Johnson should have 
left the nominations to the next 
President, saying: 
"I thought 


that as long as a man is pres- 
ident he has a right to perform 
the duties of the office." 
Lavish in praise of Fortas, 
Warren said he had "a great 
record" on the court and earl- 
'er as a lawyer, teacher of law 
and government administrator.

SAN SALVADOR (AF)-Presi- 
dent Johnson arrived today for a 
summit meeting with five Cen- 
tral American presidents. 
Crowds wavingAmerican flags 
awaited along the route from the 
airport to the center of the 
capital. 
National guards with slung ri- 
fles dispersed youths who ap- 
parently planned demonstra- 
tions against Johnson. 


Johnson, on the first leg of a 


journey that will make him the 
first U.S. president to visit all 
five Central American repub- 
lics in a single trip, said in re- 
marks prepared for his airport 
arrival at this, the smallest 
nation: 


"I come to San Salvador to 
learn. I come to find out from 


my fellow presidents what our 
nations- have achieved toward 
improving the lives of the peo- 
ple. 
I come to ask what more 


can we do together." 
From the airport Johnson was 
to go by motorcade through 
streets where 2,000 public uni- 
versity students demonstrated 
Friday night against him and the

In one of the weekend's worst 


highway crashes, four persons 
were killed and seven were in- 
jured in a two-car collision Fri- 
day nigh* northwest of Meri- 
dian, Miss. 


The traffic toll during last 
year's four-day Independence 
Day weekend was a record for 
the holiday at 732. It also seta, 
record for any summer holiday.

To ‘Uncle Ho’ 
Life Better 


SAIGON (A P )- “ Dear Uncle 
Ho/* life in South Vietnam is 
better than the suffering in the 
North, says a letter purport­ 
edly signed by 55 North Viet­ 
namese defectors and currently 
being beamed over government 
propaganda broadcasts. 
Addressed to Hi) Chi Minli, the 
78-year-old North Vietnamese 
president, the letter was said 
today to have been signed by 55 
form er soldiers of the Quyet 
Thang— Determined to Win— 
Regiment who volunteered for 
an infiltration assignment into 
the South last month. 
It is being broadcast by the 
Voice of Freedom , a govern­ 
ment radio station that beams 
propaganda exclusively to North 
Vietnam, and by Radio Saigon 
which reaches listeners in the 
South. 
Saying they wanted to address 
“ some sincere words** to Ho, 
the defectors, according to the 
broadcast, wrote: 
“ With an absolutely zealous 
patriotism we responded to your 
appeal by energetically volun­ 
teering to go to South Vietnam, 
kill Americans and save our fa­ 
therland and our people from the 
domination of imperialism . 
“ We have remem bered your 
advice well. 
That advice was 
that when arriving in South 
Vietnam, we would be heartily 
welcomed and supported by the 
people in South Vietnam and 
that the troops of the South Vi­ 
etnamese government have been 
badly demoralized and that if 
we were captured by them we 
would be killed immediately. 
“ But oh, dear Uncle, your ad­ 
vice is contrary to the reality 
that meets us here. When our 
troops came to any place here 
the 
people 
abandoned 
their 
houses and properties, and then 
carried their children and eva­ 
cuated. They ran from us. They 
also refused to furnish us with 
supplies and food. 
“ The soldiers of the ARVN 
(Army of the Republic of Viet­ 
nam) have a very’ high spirit of 
fighting and were also very 
kind. They defeated us, but even

At last, we would like to ex­ 
tend our warm concerns tor 
you.** 
The letter did not say when or 
where the 55 North Vietnamés» 
capitulated to government fo r­ 
ces.

rifts left by the April leader­ 
ship contest. 


Most of Trudeau’s unsuccess­ 
ful opponents for party leader­ 
ship received or retained m a­ 
jor posts. 
F ifteen m inisters have switch­ 
ed jobs, there are eight new 
faces on the 29-man Cabinet 
and only six posts remain un­ 
changed. 


Viet Cong 
Kiil Two 
Jazzmen 


SAIGON (AP) - Viet 
Cong 
guerr illas ambushed four young 
American Jazz musicians and 
an Army sergeant escort driv­ 
ing near Saigon today on an iso­ 
lated road. 
Two teen-age members of the 
group Brandi Perry and the 
Bubble 
Machine were killed 
when they tried surrendering 
with their hands in the air. Two 
others, including 20-year-old 
singer Paula Levine of North 
Hollywood, Calif., and a U.S. 
soldier were wounded. 
“ I played dead and that’s the 
only reason I’m alive today,” 
the attractive dark-haired Miss 
Levine said at the U.S. Army's 
93rd Evacuation Hospital where 
she was treated for fragment 
wounds in the back and legs. 
The others wounded were Jack 
Bone, 18, of Los Angeles, and 
a 21-year-old soldier escort­ 
ing the group, who was in se ri­ 
ous condition. 
Identities of the dead were 
withheld until iheir families 
could be notified. 
The musical group had started 
out late in the day for the Viet­ 
namese coastal resort of Vung 
Tau, about 45 miles southeast 
of Saigon, toplay for American 
troops. Halfway to their des­ 
tination, they were 
bv 
South Vietnamese militia gua­ 
rds who advised them to turn 
back. 
A few miles along on their re ­ 
turn trip, they ran into the am - 
bush. Mi«s Levine said she 
crouched on the floor while the 
men got out, first thinking they 
were being fired an mistakenly 
h, 
friendly troops. As they 
raised their arm s in the air, the 
Viet Cong opened up again. 
On the northeast frontier, U.S. 
Marines 
charging 
through 
heavy enemy artillery and m or­ 
tar fire killed 78 North Viet­ 
namese troops in a day-long 
battle Friday, the U.S. Com­ 
mand reported. Four Marines 
were killed and 42 wounded. 
The Marines were sweeping 
coastal marshlands when they 
came under enemy fire. Am eri­ 
can artillery, tanks and dive- 
bombers joined the counterat­ 
tack.

American Chiefs 
Of State Meet 


SAN SALVADOR (A F )-P resi- 
dent Johnson arrived today for a 
summit meeting with five Cen­ 
tral American presidents. 
Crowds waving A meric an flags 
awaited aiong the route from the 
airport to the center of the 
capital. 
National guards with slung r i ­ 
fles dispersed youths who ap­ 
parently planned dem onstra­ 
tions against Johnson. 
Johnson, on the first leg of a 
journey that will make him the 
first U.S. president to visit all 
five Central American repub­ 
lics in a single trip, said in r e ­ 
marks prepared for his airport 
arrival at this, the sm allest 
nation: 
“ I come to San Salvador to 
learn. 
I come to find out from 


my fellow presidents what our 
nations have achieved toward 
improving the lives of the peo­ 
ple. 
I come to ask what more 
can we do together.** 
From the airport Johnson was 
to go by motorcade through 
streets where 2*000 public uni­ 
versity students demonstrated 
Friday night against him and the 
presidents 
of 
FI 
Salvador, 
Costa Rica, Honduras, Nicara­ 
gua and Guatemala. 
There were no incidents as 
the students marched down a 
main street In front of the U.S. 
Embassy, but leaders called for 
a bigger turnout today. 
Seme of the students carried 
placards called Johnson “ the 
m urderer of Vietnam*’ and say­ 
ing “ Get out of Vietnam.”

IF ABE F0RTAS NOT CONFIRMED 
Warren Obliged To Stay 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Earl 
Warren says he will stay on as 
chief justice of the United States 
if the Senate does not confirm 
Abe Fortas as his successor. 
But, Warren told a news con­ 
ference, he expects Fortas to be 
approved despite the declared 
opposition of 19Republican sen­ 
ators and he believes 
Fortas 
will be “ a great chief justice.” 
“ I am obliged to stay on,” 
Warren said. 
“ I suppose that 
under the oath I am obliged to 
perform the duties of my office. 
I neither expect nor hope that 
would be a fact.** 
Michigan’s Robert P. Griffin, 
leader of the Republican oppo­ 
sition bloc, declined comment 
on Warren’s declaration. There 
was no immediate reaction from 
the oüiviü, scattered across the 
country for the long July 4th 
weekend. 
But the Republicans, who claim 
unnamed 
supporters 
among 


Southern Democrats, say their 
campaign is based on princi­ 
ple more than personalities. 
They have accused President 
Johnson of “ cronyism” in nam­ 
ing Fortas as chief justice and 
long-time Texas friend Homer 
Thornberry as an associate Jus­ 
tice. They are mainly opposed, 
however, to what they call a 
“ lame duck” president making 
court appointments. 


They said they would press 
ahead with their campaign even 
when Democratic Senate Lead­ 
e r Mike Mansfield declared last 
week that he expected Warren 
to stay on ;lf he had to and in 
effect gave his colleagues a 
choice 
between 
Warren and 
Fortas. 


Mansfield’s 
comments were 
viewed by some of the Republi­ 
cans as an effort to weaken any 
Southern Democratic support. 
The 
Southerners 
have 
been 


loudly critical of the court un­ 
der 
Warren and presumably 
would find little difference be­ 
tween W arren and Fortas who 
often have voted together. 
In talking with newsmen in 
the 
court’s 
east conference 
room W arren stoutly defended 
Johnson's authority as well as 
his selections. 
Johnson, said Warren, is no 
more a “ lame duck” president 
than any other president s e r­ 
ving his last term in office. 
The chief justice rejected toe 
idea that Johnson should have 
left the nominations to toe next 
President, saying: 
“ I thought 
that as long as a man is pres­ 
ident he has a right to perform 
the duties of the office.” 
Lavish in praise of Fortas, 
Warren said he had “ a great 
record” on the court and e a rl­ 
ier as a lawyer, teacher of law 
and government administrator. 
Asked also what he thoueht of 


Thornberry, now a U ^ . Circuit 
Court judge in New Orleans, 
Warren said he did not know 
him as well but that he believed 
he will become “ an excellent 
justice.” 


The chief justice 
said 
he 
called Johnson the morning of 
June 13 to say he was retiring 
and that toe telephone conver­ 
sation, followed by an immed­ 
iate visit to the White House, 
was their first talk on the m at­ 
te r. 
He said they did not d is­ 
cuss a successor. 


“ I would not dare to broach a 
subject of that kind m yself,” 
Warren declared. “ I do not be­ 
lieve It would be in character 
to do so.” 
The chief justice said he left 
his retirem ent date open on a 
June 13 letter to Johnson so he 
could stay on to handle the 
court’s 
administrative 
work 
during the 
summer recess.

Toll Up

The Independence Day week­ 
end traffic death toll across the 
nation climbed slowly today. 
The normally hazardous home­ 
ward rush period still lay ahead 
for many holiday m otorists. 
The toll stood at 281 in this 
third day of the four-day week­ 
end. 
to a recent nonholiday week­ 
end of the same length the toll 
was 553. 
The National Safety Council 
has estim ated that between 700 
and 800 pesons could be kil­ 
led in motor vehicle accidents 
during the holiday period that 
began at 6 p.m. Wednesday and 
ends at midnight Sunday. 
to one of the weekend’s worst 
highway crashes, four persons 
were killed and seven were in­ 
jured in a two -car collision F ri­ 
day nigh* northwest of Meri­ 
dian, Miss. 
The traffic toll during last 
year’s four-day Independence 
Day weekend was a record for 
the holiday at 732. It also set a 
record for any summer holiday. 
To establish a basis for com­ 
parison, The Associated Press 
conducted a survey of traffic 
deaths from 6 p.m.

SAIGON (A P)- “Dear Uncle 
Ho/* Ufe in South Vietnam is 
better than the suffering in the 
North, says a letter purport­ 
edly signed by 55 North Viet­ 
namese defectors and currently 
being beamed over government 
propaganda broadcasts. 
Addressed to Ho Chi Minh, the 
78-year-old North Vietnamese 
president, the letter was said 
today to have been signed by 55 
former soldiers of the Quyet 
Thang— Determined to Win— 
Regiment who volunteered for 
an infiltration assignment into 
the South last month. 
It is being broadcast by the 
Voice of Freedom, a govern­ 
ment radio station that beams 
propaganda exclusively to North 
Vietnam, and by Radio Saigon 
which reaches listeners In the 
South. 
Saying they wanted to address 
“ some sincere words” to Ho, 
the defectors, according to the 
broadcast, wrote; 
“ With an absolutely zealous 
patriotism we responded to your 
appeal by energetically volun­ 
teering to go to South Vietnam, 
kill Americans and save our fa­ 
therland and our people from toe 
domination of imperialism. 
“ We have remembered your 
advice well. That advice was 
that when arriving in South 
Vietnam, we would be heartily 
welcomed and supported by the 
people in South Vietnam and 
that toe troops of toe South Vi­ 
etnamese government have been 
badly demoralized and that if 
we were captured by them we 
would be killed Immediately. 
“ But oh, dear Uncle, your ad­ 
vice is contrary to the reality 
that meets us here. When our 
troops came to any place here 
the people abandoned their 
houses and properties, and then 
carried their children and eva­ 
cuated. They ran from us. They 
also refused to furnish us with 
supplies and food. 
“ The soldiers of toe ARVN

Warren Obliged To Stay 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Earl 
Warren says he will stay on as 
chief justice of toe United States 
if the Senate does not confirm 
Abe Fortas as his successor. 
But, Warren told a news con­ 
ference, he expects Fortas to be 
approved despite toe declared 
opposition of 19Republican sen­ 
ators and he believes Fortas 
will be “ a great chief justice.” 
“ I am obliged to stay on,'* 
Warren said. “ I suppose that 
under the oath I am obliged to 
perform the duties of my office. 
I neither expect nor hope that 
would be a fact.** 
Michigan’s Robert P. Griffin, 
leader of the Republican oppo­ 
sition bloc, declined comment 
on Warren’s declaration. There 
was no immediate reaction from 
the other», scattered across toe 
country for the k>ag July 4to 
weekend. 
But the Republicans, who claim 
unnamed 
supporters among 


Southern Democrats, say their 
campaign is based on princi­ 
ple more than personalities. 
They have accused President 
Johnson of “ cronyism” in nam­ 
ing Fortas as chief justice and 
long-time Texas friend Homer 
Thomberry as an associate jus­ 
tice. They are mainly opposed, 
however, to what they call a 
“ lame duck” president making 
court appointments. 
They said they would press 
ahead with their campaign even 
when Democratic Senate Lead­ 
er Mike Mansfield declared last 
week that he expected Warren 
to stay on if he had to and in 
effect gave his colleagues a 
choice between Warren and 
Fortas. 
Mansfield’s comments were 
viewed by some of the Republi­ 
cans as an effort to weaken any 
Southern Democratic support. 
The Southerners have been 


loudly critical of toe court un - 
der Warren and presumably 
would find little difference be­ 
tween Warren and Fortas who 
often have voted together. 
In talking with newsmen in 
the court’s east conference 
room Warren stoutly defended 
Johnson’s authority as well as 
his selections. 
Johnson, said Warren, is no 
more a “ lame duck” president 
than any other president ser­ 
ving his last term in office. 
The chief justice rejected toe 
idea that Johnson should have 
left the nominations to the next 
President, saying: “ I thought 
that as long as a man Is pres­ 
ident he has a right to perform 
the duties of toe office.” 
Lavish in praise of Fortas, 
Warren said he had “ a great 
record” on the court and earl­ 
ier as a lawyer, teacher of law 
and government administrator. 
Asked also what he thought of 


Thornberry, now a UJS. Circuit 
Court judge in New Orleans, 
Warren said he did not know 
him as well but that he believed 
he will become “ an excellent 
justice.” 
The chief justice 
said he 
called Johnson the morning of 
June 13 to say he was retiring 
and that toe telephone conver­ 
sation, followed by an immed­ 
iate visit to toe White House, 
was their first talk on toe m at­ 
ter. He said they did not dis­ 
cuss a successor. 
“ I would not dare to broach a 
subject of that kind myself,” 
Warren declared. “ I do not be­ 
lieve it would be in character 
to do so.” 
The chief justice said he left 
his retirement date open on a 
June 13 letter to Johnson so he 
could stay on to handle the 
court’s administrative work 
during the 
summer recess.

Planting Time 
Is Year Round 
In California 
Thanks to California's won- 
derful climate, there is no spe- 
cial planting season for trees 
and shrubs in the Golden State. 
Combined with the helpfulness 
of plant specialists, home gar- 
deners may add to garden plans 
all year long. 
New homeowners seeking to 
landscape their property, vet- 
eran gardeners adding garden 
color wit", annuals, and hobby- 
ists practicing such skills as 
Bonsai, all are able to find the 
necessary items to achieve 
their goals, year-round. 
This fortunate situation also 
enables gardeners to gauge ful- 
ly the attractions of a parti- 
cular plant item. For blooming 
plants such as roses, seeing 
the exact color and shape of 
buds is far more meaningful 
than thumbing through catalogs. 
Container - grown plants may 
be set out immediately after 
they are brought home or may 
be kept (if watered regularly) 
in their cans for weeks. Gar- 
deners intending to plant im- 
mediately should have the cans 
cut at the nursery. 
Once a 


container has been slit, the plant 
must be set out immediately 
or the plant's roots will dry 
out. 
Plants easily lift out of con- 
tainers which have been cut. 
The hole prepared for the plant 
should be wider and deeper than 
the size of roots and soil. Us- 
ing soil and a recommended 
commercial planting material 
as a mixture, set the plant so 
that the soil level will be the 
same as it was in the contain- 
er, then fill in around it with 
the mixture. Firm and tamp 
as you fill-in the hole. This 
prevents air pockets. 
After 


planting, make a water basin 
around the plant, keeping mois- 
ture 
available 
to 
prevent 


drying-out.

COOKING CARROTS 
There’s no limit tothe number 
of ways In which carrots can be 
cooked. They may be boiled with 
the skins on. This way the out­ 
side jacket slips right off with­ 
out peeling, just like a potato. 
Or try frying carrots for a 
change. Some people dip them in 
flour, egg batter and flour again, 
and then roll them In breakfast 
ceral. Or you can cook carrots 
with the potatoes and then mash 
them all together. If you whip 
them together this gives the 
potatoes a slight orange color 
and produces an entirely new 
flavor. 
BAKED POTATOES 
Leftover baked potatoes may 
be reheated by dipping them In 
hot water and baking again in a 
moderate oven. 


Planting Time 
Is Year Round 
In California 


Thanks to California’s won­ 
derful climate, there is no spe­ 
cial planting season for trees 
and shrubs in the Golden State. 
Combined with the helpfulness 
of plant specialists, home g ar­ 
deners may add to garden plans 
all year long. 
New homeowners seeking to 
landscape their property, vet­ 
eran gardeners adding garden 
color with annuals, and hobby­ 
ists practicing such skills as 
Bonsai, all are able to find the 
necessary 
items 
to achieve 
their goals, year-round. 
This fortunate situation also 
enables gardeners to gaugs ful­ 
ly the attractions of a p arti­ 
cular plant item. For blooming 
plants such as roses, seeing 
the exact color and shape of 
buds is far more meaningful 
than thumbing through catalogs. 
Container - grown plants may­ 
be set out immediately after 
they are brought home or may 
be kept (if watered regularly) 
in their cans for weeks. G ar­ 
deners intending to plant im ­ 
mediately should have the cans 
cut at the nursery. 
Once a 
container has been slit, the plant 
must be set out immediately 
or the plant’s roots will dry 
out. 
Plants easily lift out of con­ 
tainers which have been cut. 
The hole prepared for the plant 
should be wider and deeper tiiar. 
the size of roots and soil. Us­ 
ing soil and a recommended 
commercial planting m aterial 
as a mixture, set the plant so 
that the soil level will be the 
same as it was in the contain­ 
er, then fill in around it with 
the mixture. 
Firm and tamp 
as you fill-in the hole. 
This 
prevents air pockets. 
After 
planting, make a water basin 
around the plant, keeping m ois­ 
ture 
available 
to 
prevent 
drying-out. 


LONG SPAGHETTI 
To fit long spaghetti into the 
pan without breaking It: as soon 
as the water bolls vigorously, 
grasp one end of a handful and 
immerse the other end. As the 
hot water softens the spaghetti, 
lower it gradually until the last 
stiff length can be dropped.

Thanks to California’s won­ 
derful climate, there is no spe­ 
cial planting season for trees 
and shrubs in the Golden State. 
Combined with the helpfulness 
of plant specialists, home g ar­ 
deners may add to garden plans 
all year long. 
New homeowners seeking to 
landscape their property, vet­ 
eran gardeners adding garden 
color wltt annuals, and hobby­ 
ists practicing such skills as 
Bonsai, all are able to find the 
necessary 
items 
to achieve 
their goals, year-round. 
This fortunate situation also 
enables gardeners to e»ug£ ful­ 
ly the attractions of a p arti­ 
cular plant item. For blooming 
plants such as roses, seeing 
the exact color and shape of 
buds is far more meaningful 
than thumbing through catalogs. 
Container - grown plants may 
be 
set out Immediately after 
they are brought home or may 
be kept (if watered regularly) 
In their cans for weeks. G ar­ 
deners intending to plant im ­ 
mediately should have the cans 
cut at the nursery. 
Once a 
container has been slit, the plant 
must be set out immediately 
or the plant’s roots will dry 
out. 
Plants easily lift out of con­ 
tainers which have been cut. 
The hole prepared for the plant 
should be wider and deeper than 
the size of roots and soil. Us­ 
ing soil and a recommended 
commercial planting m aterial 
as a mixture, set the plant so 
that the soil level will be the 
same as It was in the contain­ 
er, then fOl in around it with 
the mixture. 
Firm and tamp 
as you fill-in the hole. 
This 
prevents air pockets. 
After 
planting, make a water basin 
around the plant, keeping m ois­ 
ture 
available 
to 
prevent 
drying-out.

Don’t wax ceramic tile; its 
glass-like surface doesn’t need 
any protection. It can be wiped 
spotlessly clean with a damp 
rag and detergent.

Tehama County peach growers 
are having a good year. Pro- 
duction and quality are high 
as the growers move into the 
July-August peak period. 
According to 
Jay Hart, in- 


spector for the Agricultural 
Commissioner's Office, every 
packing operation, regardless 
of size, is inspected at least 
once a day. He said the crop 
is so good this year that "in- 
spection is almost a formality". 
The inspectors lookfor a num- 
ber of things to insure the con- 
tinued high quality of peach 
shipments 
from the county. 


Worm damaged fruit is thrown 
and split-pits are limited to a 
maximum of five per cent of 
each load. Overripe fruit may 
not be packed, but is sold lo-

at the 
growers' own 


stands. 
Local 
growing and packing 


operations range from small 
enterprises, 
with the whole

are of superior quality and are 
much in demand, the long--tirne 
outlook is not good, Hart said. 
Peaches can be grown more in- 
expensively in the southern por- 
tion of the state and under 
slightly more favorable condi- 
tions.

steadily decreased, to be re- 
placed by walnuts. 
This year, 
however, things 


look good, with one shipment 
already having gone to Canada — 
not usually a market area for 
local peachf>s.

Senate Farm 
Research Cut

The recent budget battle in 
which the California State As- 
sembly refused an amendment 
which would have maintained the 
level of financial support nec- 
essary to continue the Univer- 
sity of California's Agricultural 
Extension Service and agricul- 
tural research programs may 
have had far more significance 
than the actual budget items. 
The debate on the floor of the 
Assembly showed a lack of in- 
terest or concern for California 
agriculture. In addition, little 
understanding was expressed of 
the enormous contribution made 
by University agricultural re- 
search to the consume rs in the 
form of higher quality and low- 
er priced food and fibre prod- 
ucts. The fact that we have an 
urban- oriented reapportioned 
Legislature was forcefully dri- 
ven home. 
California's agricultural rep- 
resentation in the State Legis- 
lature has been drastically re- 
duced in recent years due to the 
large influx ;•*' -vrba-, residents 
and the resulting reapportion- 
ment of districts which took 
place following the Supreme 
Court edict. There is no ques- 
tion that today the balance of 
power is with the large metro- 
politan areas of our State — 
primarily the Los Angeles -San 
Diego area and the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area. 
The change of interest among 
legislators will have an increa- 
sing affect on all agricultural 
legislation. General Fund mon- 
ey matters will be subject to 
severe scrutiny, while commo- 
dity legislation will also get 
a careful going over. Consumer 
interests will play a larger 
role in determining whether or 
not the farmers get what they 
think they need. 


In the broad legislative areas 
of agricultural interest, such as 
transportation, 
labor, water 


and natural resources, our mi- 
nority position will be increa- 
singly more difficult to main- 
tain. New allies must be found 
if we are to maintain our cor- 
nerstone position in Califor- 
nia's economy. 
Someone once said; "If you 
think that's bad, just wait — 
you ain't seen nothin' yet!" 
and that 
could well be true 


for 
agriculture in the Cali- 


fornia Legislature. There will 
be the regular 
ten-year re- 


apportionment 
of legislative 


districts in 1970, and it is not 
hard to envision that agricul- 
ture will lose more represen- 
tation as our population contin- 
ues to grow in the city areas.

Agricul- 
ture must becone more sophis- 
ticated in its approach to legis- 
lative issues and must do a 
better job of telling its side of 
the story to city dwellers so 
that they may better understand 
our particular problems. 
The problem of agricultural 
research money in the budget 
of the University of California 
has been satisfactorily resol- 
ved for this year — but what 
about next year? Agriculture 
must build up its muscles if it 
wants to continue to use them. 
Let's heed the handwriting on 
the wall.

place following the Supreme 
Court edict. T here is no ques­ 
tion that today the balance of 
power is with the large m etro­ 
politan areas of our State — 
prim arily the Los Angeles -San 
Diegc area and the San F ra n ­ 
cisco Bay Area. 
The change of interest among 
legislators will have an in crea­ 
sing affect on all agricultural 
legislation. General Fund m on­ 
ey m atters will be subject to 
severe scrutiny, while com m o­ 
dity legislation will also get 
a careful going over.

In the broad legislative areas

The 
recent budget battle in 
which the California State As­ 
sembly refused an amendment 
which would have maintained the 
level of financial support nec­ 
essary to continue the Univer­ 
sity of California’s Agricultural 
Extension Service and agricul­ 
tural research programs may 
have had far more significance 
than the actual budget items. 
The debate on the floor of the 
Assembly showed a lack of in­ 
terest or concern for California 
agriculture. In addition, little 
understanding was expressed of 
the enormous contribution made 
by University agricultural re ­ 
search to the consume rs in the 
form of higher quality and low­ 
er priced food and fibre prod­ 
ucts. The fact that we have an 
urban- oriented reapportioned 
Legislature was forcefully d ri­ 
ven home. 
California’s agricultural rep­ 
resentation in the State Legis­ 
lature has been drastically re ­ 
duced Ui recent, years due to the 
large influx úf urban residents 
and the resulting reappoilion- 
ment of districts which took 
place following the Supreme 
Court edict. There is no ques­ 
tion that today the balance ci 
power is with the large metro­ 
politan areas of our State — 
primarily the Los Angeles -San 
Diegc area and the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay Area. 
The change of interest among 
legislators will have an increa­ 
sing affect on all agricultural 
legislation. General Fund mon­ 
ey matters will be subject to 
severe scrutiny, while commo­ 
dity legislation will also get 
a careful going over. Consumer 
interests will play a larger 
role in determining whether or 
not the farmers get what they 
think they need. 
In the broad legislative areas 
of agricultural interest, such as 
transportation, 
labor, 
water 
and natural resources, our mi­ 
nority position will be increa­ 
singly more difficult to main­ 
tain. New allies must be found 
if we are to maintain our cor­ 
nerstone position in Califor­ 
nia’s economy. 
Someone once said: “ If you 
think that’s bad, just wait — 
you ain’t seen nothin’ yeti” 
and that could 
well be true 
for 
agriculture in the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature. There will 
be the 
regular 
ten-year re- 
apportionment 
of legislative 
districts in 1970, and it is not 
hard to envision that agricul­ 
ture will lose more represen­ 
tation as our population contin­ 
ues to grow in the city areas.

Seed Application, 
Inspection Dates; 
Film Announced 
The final date for filing ap­ 
plications for the production of 
beans, sorghums and sudaiw 
grass seed with the California 
Crop Improvement Association 
is July 15. 
Growers intend­ 
ing to make applications are 
asked to do so on or before 
July 10 
to allow time for 
processing and getting them 
to Davis ahead of the deadline. 
Registration tags from seed 
sacks and the fees due the 
Association should accompany 
the applications. Fees amount 
to $1 per grower for regis­ 
tration plus 20 cents per acre 
for field inspections with a 
minimum charge of $10 per 
grower. 
The fields of alfalfa, clover, 
and trefoil in Tehama County 
on which certified seeds are 
being grown will be inspected 
during the week beginning Mon­ 
day, July 15. 
Field inspections is only one 
of a series of steps taken by 
certified seed producers to en­ 
sure buyers they are getting 
seeds of genetic purity that 
are free from weeds and with 
high germination. 
Growers that would like to 
be in their fields with the in­ 
spectors should make arrange­ 
ments for appointments through 
the Agricultural Extension Of­ 
fice in Red Bluff.

NEW YORK (AP) —Remember 
the old mother-in-law joke a- 
bout first prize being a one- 
week vacation with your moth- 
er-in-law and second prize two 
weeks ?

Last week and for many moons to come we shall be concerned 
about that proposed reduction in the salmon bag. It does seem 
however that there is a lot of griping on the part of our north 
area anglers but little effort rendered to do anything about it. 
Only a few hard working, conscientious fishermen will effect 
any action to save the bag. 
If you want to be heard friend, 
wake up. 
While on the same subject, may we divert from the salmon 
lim its to that of trout. Why should this lim it be reduced when toe 
real necessity is to reduce toe bag lim its of trout in certain 
waters. 
Without a doubt we have found that limit, limit, limit, 
constantly wrecks a water. Any water. Tell me where not............ 
As we said before, it's going to take a lot of study. With toe help 
of the local anglers where toe actions apply, we can achieve 
an accurate study of toe problem. 
Now that I have drifted into a field of conservative thoughts 
shall we continue on same? 
It has been indicated that even though toe Department of F ish 
and Game have their biologists, ecologists, etc., we still feel 
that the true experts in our trout or salmon problems are toe 
practicing and knowledgeable anglers. 
They are constantly 
observing, analyzing field problems and acquiring a lore. It 
seems that they have a deeper understanding of the absolute 
need for a quality fishing program, lim its, etc. 
When I spoke of quality fishing, it is meant by such things as 
a trophy fishing with large fish and low limits and managed as 
same. 
Shasta Lake could be considered a quality fishing area 
but. . . could be damaged as was done during the night fishing 
experiment. 
We can consider that we don't really have quality 
fishing in California. 
To provide this for toe fresh-w ater fish­ 
ing public in the state of approximately 20 million people is 
impossible and the backbone of toe state's over-all policy has 
to be a low-cost, low-quality program. 
All of this is designed 
to, and must, satisfy toe desires of the fishing public. 90% of 
this public is conditioned to the limit-fishing concept. 
This 
90% doesn't care two-hoots about quality. 
What we see here is what we might call "continual meat 
fishing." 
Size of catch is unimportant. Challenge is an unknown 
concept. 
Sheer numbers and toe actual speed with which their 
kill can be effected, is paramount. 
This, to put it simply, is 
harvest. 
The state stocks X-number of trout—o r other fishes— 
and toe bulk of these fish are soon caught, or die off. Some sur - 
vive to become carry-overs. 
If public wants an easy limit of planted fish, it must be made 
easy for them. 
Put and take. But we can have this, and we will 
have too, but we can still have quality wild trout fishing too. 
Well, so much for that. 
The most destructive means of ruining a good fishing water 
is the ever publication of it. 
It is felt that outdoor w riters in 
general, both in California and toe other 49 states, to establish 
standards with respect to what they write. 
(Here is where I 
catch XX heck.) 
There are many fine and respected w riters 
who emphasize conservation but there are many more who write 
of limit, lim it, limit. 
KUl all you can; How to get toe re; dead fish here, dead fish 
there, how many fish, when and where. 
This type of thing is 
making conservation officials in Canada and Alaska sweat blood 
for Instance. 
Another instance, how long do you expect to see 
toe Coho Salmon in the Great Lakes with the publicity it has 
received............ 
Regardless of all toe things we have said or will say, educa­ 
tion along toe lines of conservation is always toe obvious answer. 
(Now don't mix this up at this point with my stand on toe salmon 
limit and think Pm confused. 
I always am.) Here is toe chal­ 
lenge, and it takes united effort. We c»ope in some way you will 
store this in mind and sometime, join toe effort.

SACRAMENTO GVP)—Assem- 
blymen have voted $50 million 
in aid for students In poor Cal- 
ifornia school districts, and $5 
million they hope will put big- 
city youngsters into jobs this 
summer instead of riots. 


Both measures were sent to 


the Senate from the Assembly 
in a session which lasted more 
than six hours Sunday and even 
found the lawmakers voting a- 
gainst a lunch break. 
The unusual weekend meeting 
helped clear the lower house 
file and enhanced chances of ad- 
journing the session—now in its 
27th week— by the target of 
July 19. 


Most attention Sunday focused 


on the emergency job program 
sponsored by Democratic As- 
sembly Speaker Jesse M. Un- 
ruh of Inglewood, although the 


education bill was 10 times lar- 
ger and likely to have more im- 
pact in corning years. 


Jnruh's bill would allocate $5 


million to be spent between now 
and Sept. 15 when the summer 
heat 
will 
have cooled 
and 


schools reopened. Only youths 
15 to 25 would be eligible and 
the programs Viould be under 
strict state and local super- 
vision. 


The aim, Unruh ^aid, is to 


keep off the streets "these. . . 
shock troops for the conflagra- 
tions which have swept Amer- 
ican cities." He noted the state 
spends millions of dollars to 
help build yacht harbors used 
almost completely by well-off 
white people, and that it is time 
to help "the people who are not 
beautiful people, who cannot 
raise funds to send a lobbyist 
to Sacramento."

Rules Have Changed 
In Training Youth 


By DOROTHY RICHER 


What is so different bet\veen 


now and the "good ol' days?" 
Teens often hear expressions of 
adult concern over the younger 
generation and are frequently 
told "We never acted like that 
when we were young:" So it 
is only natural for teens to won - 
ler about those former times 
when their parents and grand- 
parents were young and dating 
and marrying. What did they do 
differently from today's young 
people, and why? 


It* isn't so much the mech- 


anical changes 
which puzzle 


everybody since it is evident 
how modern mechanization has 
improved our lives. The chan- 
ges from the good ol'days which 
are most baffling are those 
changes in social habits and 
attitudes. 
New standards for personal 
behavior is what keeps many 
adults shaking their heads and 
exclaiming, "What's going to 
happen to the younger genera- 
tion?" 
Were former genera- 


tions so different? 
Yes, they 


were. They were both trained 
and restrained by a different 
set of rules—and the rules have 
been altered considerably in 
just the last few years- 


Some of the most drastic chan- 
ges in social behavior came 
with the widespread use of the 
automobile— not just because it 
provided a goud place to neck 
but because it changed the so- 
cial contacts of all kinds of 
people. When autos were com- 
paratively 
scarce, 
get-toKe- 


thers were mostly limited it) 
people who lived not too far 
away. 
The church social, the 


county fair, the neighborhood 
dancing spot or the Saturday 
night movie in small towns were 
usually attended by people who 
nearly always knew each other. 
And because of this close ac- 
quaintance, they sort of policed 
each other. 


Only the utmost secrecy could 


prevent the entireTiearbv com- 
munity from knowing all about 
each person's behavior., 
This 


was a powerful force for good! 
But once cars came into general 
use people could gel away from 
it all and escape from the wat- 
chful eye of their neighbors. 
The neighbor-policing influence 
was wiped out by the automobile. 
Today's teen-agers have to do 
more policing on their own — 
and added personal responsibil- 
ity which each teen must take on 
for themselves. 


Another and even more signi- 


ficant change from the good ol' 
days is found in radically al- 
tered attitudes toward sex and 
marriage— not so much the 
teen-agers' attitudes but the 
changed adult attitudes, for- 
merly girls of 12 to 15 were 
still -''young" girls whose in- 
terests and activities were the 
normal, easy - to - live - with 
things which characterized this 
sort of quiet time in their growth 
and development. 


Between 15 ojid 18 nature would 


begin to round out their bodies, 
the girls would learn the se- 
crets of good grooming to en- 
hance the attractiveness of ma- 
ture 
womanhood 
and after a 


time 
they 
met and selected 


mates for marriage who ful- 
filled their mature ideas of what 
a good husband should be. The 
entire process leading to mar- 


riage usually r/as not com- 
pleted until the early 20s. 


It is a different process to- 


day, 
vastly speeded up. Con- 


sider a typical case, one which 
is repeated too often in to- 
day's families with teens. A 
well-meaning and sincerepar- 
ent realizes that her just-turn- 
ed-14 Sharon is ignored by the 
15-year-old boy who livesdown 
the block. 
Mother admits to 


herself, and it is a bitter pill 
for her, that her Sharon is not 
popular. 


Most 
modern 
mothers are 


overwhelmed with guilt in this 
kind of situation. 
Something 


must be done and quickly! Mo- 
ther sees Sharon as an ob- 
vious failure, at 14, and is de- 
termined that Sharon shall have 
her chance at happiness, but 
quick! 
The too -straight or too -cur- 


ly hair, as the case may be, 
is expensively redone at the 
beauty 
salon. 
The 
figure 


which could just as well pass 
for a boy's at this stage, sim- 
ply won't do! First, a girdle 
to hide that remaining roll of 
baby fat around the middle.

Court Reinstates 
Doctor's Suit Against 
Medical Societies 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — The 
State Court of Appeal reinstat- 
ed on Wednesday a $6 million 
damage suit by Dr. Stanford W. 
Ascherman against the San 
Francisco Medical Society and 
the American Society of Internal 
Medicine. 
Reversing the San Francisco 
Superior 
Court's dismissal 


of the suit, the Court of Appeal 
said Ascherman had charged the 
medical society's design "was 
to punish nonconformance to 
their ideas on the organization 
and financing of medical care." 
Ascherman charged that he 


was barred from the staffs of all 
major San Francisco hospitals 
after a 1962 Press Club talk in 
which he criticized organized 
medicine's opposition to Medi- 
care. 
In the talk, Ascherman declar - 


ed the American Society of In- 
ternal Medicine "appeared tobe 
nothing more than a trade or- 
ganization for the purpose of 
promoting the financial inter- 
ests of its members by fighting 
Medicare." 
Superior Court Judge Joseph 
Karesh dismissed Ascherman's 
suit in Dec. 1965, by upholding 
defense motions contending he 
had failed to show a clear cause 
of action. 
The Court of Appeal said a 
doctor was "just as much en- 
titled to protection in lawful 
pursuit of his calling as any 
business man or tradesman."

Political conventions sometimes nominate men of whose politi - 


cal views they have comparatively little knowledge. That has been 
true of many vice presidential candidates, and even of some chosen 
for the presidency. This lends merit toSen. Eugene J. McCarthy's 
suggestion that candidates bs allowed to address the convention 
before the voting. 


Uninstructed delegates would welcome this firsthand acquaint- 


ance with candidates about whose views and qualifications they 
may be in some doubt. Some candidates might thus publicly dis- 
agree with others, which would contribute to an enlightened de- 
cision. Questions from the floor should be permitted under these 
circumstances, and might show a candidate's effort to confuse 
certain issues. 


It is argued against McCarthy's idea that such a procedure 


might draw out the convention too long. This would be undesira- 
ble, but there are ways of avoiding it. One would be to omit the 
numerous seconding speeches for the various candidates or at least 
limit them to a few minutes. 


Such action would doubtless be opposed by delegates who thus 


get their only opportunity for nationwide publicity.Others, includ- 
ing a large share of the home audience, who find the proceedings 
boring would welcome a reduction in the number or length of nom- 
inating speeches. 


A Gift For Palomares 


The United States' gift of a water deslating plant to the Spanish 


village of Palomares is evidence ol humane consideration. Our gov- 
ernment is saying: The American people are sorry that hydrogen 
bombs from a crashed Uc S_ plane disrupted life in Palomares, 
and wish to do something more than inereU pay compensatory 
money damages.

around 
him (now 


really headed by his terma- 
gant wife, Chiang Ching) clear- 
ly gave the signal for this new 
collapse into anarchy. It took the 
customary form of a June 2 
edit calling on everyone to heat 
lip 
the 
Cultural Revolution 


again. 
The edict's motives, too. were 
no doubt as before. The fact ot 
the matter is that Chiang Ching, 
the grim and ruthless ChenPo- 
ta and the rest of Mao's per- 
sonal clique cannot hope to sur- 
vive the old man's death by 
more than a lew weeks, unless 
they have tirmly fastened their 
claws on power in China before 
he dies. So they have pushed the 
old man to try again, as they 
pushed him to try before. 


Judeinc by all known indica- 
tors, however, the prospects of 
success for the Maoists in this 
round are very much poorer 
than in the previous rounds, 
when they met with almost to- 
tal failure. Worse still, all the 
indicators also suggest that it 
will be immeasurably harder, 
this time, to achieve the kind of 
temporary, 
superficial 
ap- 


peasement in China which ter- 
minated the previous rounds of 
open civil conflict. 
This time, in truth, it is not 
just a matter of hundreds of 
bodies floating down the Pearl 
River, from Canton to the sea; 
of great factions, such as the 
East Wind and Red Flag groups 
in Kwangtung province, fighting 
pitched battles with modern 
weapons secured from army 
sympathizers; of interruptions 
in transport and breakdowns of 
communication.

In the huge city of Canton, the 
Public Security Bureaus — the 
police stations, in short —have 
closed their doors, and the 
Public Security men, in terror 
lor their lives, have cast off 
their uniforms and are mas- 
querading as civilians. 


In all this, the army is once 
again playing A strangely equi- 
vocal role. In Kwangtung, the 
provincial nulitar\ headquar- 
ters still appears to be aiding 
the true Maoists of the Red Flag 
faction, as happened before. 
But again as happened before, 
the headquarters of the military 
region, far more important than 
the provincial headquarters, 
is quite openly sustaining the 
East Wind faction.

The paper facade of unity 
behind Mao has not yet been 
publicly ripped. Many provin- 
cial radio stations have ceased 
to broadcast local news —a sure 
sign of dire trouble — but they 
have instead rebroadcast the 
propaganda gobbledygook of the 
Peking radio. 
The point remains, however, 
that it is almost against nature 
for a regime to endure which 
destroys its own instruments of 
authority and continuously in- 
flicts on its people what the Chi- 
nese people have had to endure 
in these last lunatic years. So 
one must wait and see.

Camper Restrictions 
Eased By Legislation 


Two I'icces of urgency legis- 
lation which make life a little 
easier for owners of campers 
are now effective, California 
Highway Patrol Commissioner 
H.W. Sullivan has announced. 
The controversial section of 
the vehicle code which since 
Nov. 8, 1967, made it illegal to 
park any trailer coach, house- 
car or vehicle equipped with a 
camper upon any highway during 
hours of darkness has been re- 
pealed. The law was never en- 
forced, since the legislature 
indicated its intention to repeal 
it in a resolution passed late 
last year. Repeal of this sec- 
tion does not affect other sec- 
tions of the law dealing with 
parking of motor vehicles. 


The second bill, AB835 byAs- 
semblyman John Foran, defines 
a three-axle housecar, permits 
it to opperate at speed limits 
that 
apply to passenger ve- 


hicles, and makes it possible for 
holders of regular driver's li-
